By telephone conversation initiated by Examiner Fetzner on June 25, 2004, it was 
explained that claims 1-12 would be allowed provided that all independent claims are 
amended to incorporate the limitation of dependent claim 15.

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Cancel dependent claim 15 and incorporate its substance into all 
pending independent claims 1, 6, 8 and 1 1 (without prejudice or 
disclaimer) thus leaving all remaining claims 1-12 in allowable \^ 
condition.
